F? HOMAS PAINE, was Born of Poor but honeſt Parents, at Thetford, who gave 
him as good an Education as their Circumſtances could afford, he early teſtified a 
vicious Diſpoſition, and was addicted to pilfering from his School Fellows, robbing 
Orchards, and other petty offences of a ſimilar nature. As he grew up the ſame wicked 
diſpo ſiticn ripened wich his Years; after his Apprenticeſhip to a Stay-maker was 
expired, he was appointed an Exciſe-Man, but broke for defrauding the Revenue. 
Subſequent to this, he was employed by the American States, but diſmiſſed for his old 
rade of Peculation; fince that he has been publiſhing Seditious and Treaſonable 
Pamphlets in this Kingdom, (tho' thank God without effect) to alienate the minds of his 
Majelly's liege Subjects, and make them diſaffected to his Perſon and Government 
For this laſt offence he was tried and found Guilty at the King and Conſtitutional Society, 
held at the Ship Tavern, by Adjournment, on Saturday the 8th of December, and 
ordered for immediate Execution. Before he was turned off, he teſtified fincere repent 
ance for his manifold Crimes; and particularly for that which had brought him to his 
untimely End. He cautioned the numerous Spettators aſſembled on this awful Occaſion 
of the fatal Confequences of ever cheriſhing in their Minds Sentiments of Dilloyalty, |
